intermittent fever, 1; intestinal occlusion, 1; chronic ulcers of the legs, 
1; congenital debility. 1; pelvic suppurative peritonitis, 1; Bright's 
disease, 1; total, 11. Estimated population, 20,000. Mortality rate, 
36.10. The sanitary situation continues most encouraging, though 
there is a slow but gradual increase of the various mosquitoes, and with 
the cloudy weather the Anopheles becomes more active in disseminat- 
ing the different types of malaria. Fevers of the tertian and quotid- 
ian types with the sestivo-autumnal or pernicious become more and 
more numerous as the season advances. With the rainy season the 
average drinking water has been improved, and this probably explains 
why intestinal diseases have somewhat lessened. No quarantinable 
diseases were reported during the week.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Mohr reports, June 20 and 22, as follows: 

During the week ended June 17, 1905, the following vessels cleared 
for ports in the United States and were granted bills of health: 

Spanish steamship Montevideo for Ponce, via South American ports, 
June 12, with 127 crew and 50 passengers. 

American steamship Finance for New York, June 12, with 64 crew 
and 72 passengers. 

British steamship Beverly for New Orleans, via Bocas del Toro, 
JunQ 13, with 42 crew and 6 passengers (4 in transit and 2 for New 
Orleans).
